BRITISH PAPER TRADE. 


Markets for Paper and Pulp Dull—Star Mills Company to 
Issue New Debentures—Samuel Porritt & Sons 
Turned into Private Limited Company. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Lonpon, July 4, 1901—There has been no improve- 
ment in the’paper market either as to demand or prices, 
nor is there any in sight. News in particular is in bad 
shape, the call being light and the price very low, so low 
that foreigh makers do not consider our market at- 
tractive. This of course is some slight consolation to 
our home manufacturers. 

The market for pulp continues quiet, mechanical es- 
pecially being slow in movement. 
however, are somewhat firm in their for both 
prompt and future deliveries. It is reported that large 
quantities of sulphite for delivery over next year have 
been sold on the Continent, and this fact has put some 
manufacturers in a happy frame of mind. Moist pine is 
quoted at £2 2s. 6d. to £2 7s. 6d., bleached sulphite at £12 
and unbleached at £9 5s. to £9 10s. 

The shareholders of the Star Paper Mill Company, 
Limited, Manchester, have empowered the directors to 
issue new debenture stock, not exceeding £40,000, carry- 
ing interest at 44 per cent. per annum, repayable at par 
October 31, 1921; or with power to redeem at any time 
after October 31, 1911, at £105 per 100, on giving six 
calendar months’ notice. The stock to be secured by a 
charge on the land, buildings, plant, machinery and other 
assets of the company, with the exception of the uncalled 
capital. This issue is for the purpose of paying off pres- 
ent debentures, &c. 

The old firm of Samuel Porritt & Sons, manufacturers 
of paper makers’ felts, Bamford, has been registered as a 
private limited company, with a capital of £70,000. The di- 
rectors are J., C., J. E. and A. E. Porritt. 

By reason of its liabilities a resolution has been passed 
that the Allenwood Paper Mill Company, Limited, be 
wound up voluntarily, and James Watson, of Devonshire 
street, Carlisle, has been appointed one of the liquidators, 
the creditors having power to appoint a second liquidator. 
The mill has ceased working.

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“THE AMERICAN INVADER.” 


A Discussion Over the Comparative Merits of American 
and English Paper Making Machines—“ Paper 
and Pulp’s’”’ Opinion of the Matter. 





Under the heading of “The American Invaders,” Fred 
A. McKenzie has recently been contributing a series of ar- 
ticles to the Daily Mail (London). In one of these articles 
he makes the following reference to the paper trade: 

“Climate is a factor in competition which must not be 
ignored, and climate is against us. We take things easier 
than do men in the drier air of the North Atlantic States. 
Consequently it has been found, time after time, even with 
willing workmen, that the same output cannot be had here 
eyen with equally up to date machinery. As a case in 
point, a big English paper making firm laid down an Amer- 
ican machine, at a cost of £10,000, guaranteed to turn out 
500 feet of paper a minute. After a few weeks it was found 
that the average production was only about half this. The 
buyers wrote complaining, whereupon the makers offered, 
if their English representative was given charge of the mill 
for thirty days, to raise the production to this point or take 
back the plant. The representative went down to the mill, 
rented a small house with a big garden, and took over 
command. In a few days he had won the liking of every 
man there. He effected some minor improvements, but 
not very great. 

“Then one evening he called the hands together. ‘Boys,’ 
he said, ‘your proprietor is coming down to-morrow. I 
want that day made a red letter day in the history of this 
mill. Let us show him what we can turn out when we try. 
Then in the evening all of you come up to my grounds. 
There'll be tables out there, and chairs, and all the liquor 
you want.’ The men entered in the spirit of the thing. 
Next day they toiled as never before, and the new machine 
registered an output of 525 feet a minute. The English 
owner kept the machine, but the American frankly ad- 
mitted that it was impossible to keep up the output here. 
Yet in a score of mills in America the same kind of ma- 
chine is daily doing the maximum work. 

“Freight rates play a very large part in the possibilities 
of American competition. Transatlantic makers talk of 
their cleverness in bringing goods 3,500 miles and tken 
underselling us. But the truth is that for some time it 
has cost less to bring goods across the Atlantic than 
across England. One large American importer tells me 
that the rate of carriage he pays from Boston to the 
mouth of the Thames is less than from the mouth of the 
Thames to London. American paper makers had the pull 
here for some time, because you could convey paper from 
Maine or Massachusetts to London at the same, or a 
slightly less, rate than from Cardiff to London. On the 
American railroads freight cars are many times larger 
than ours, and the rates for goods traffic are but a frac- 
tion of those demanded on our own lines. English rail- 
ways obstruct goods trafhc at every turn, and strangle 
many that would be otherwise flourishing industries. 


The following reply to Mr. McKenzie’s remarks ap- 
pears in the Daily Record and Daily Mail (Glasgow): 

“T have been reading with interest the letters of Fred. 
A. McKenzie on the above subject, but especially article 
No. 6, in which he makes some remarks about paper 
making machinery, and which may create a false impres- 
sion in this country. 

“It is well known that a well designed, properly con- 
structed paper making machine to make news can easily 
be made to run at 500 feet per minute, or faster, but one 
of the most important factors limiting the speed of a 
paper making machine for news is the quality of the pulp 
or stock from which the paper is to be made. Now the 
Americans have the virgin raw material at their door, 
and most of them make their own wood pulp, and be- 
sides the mills are largely driven by water power, and 
which very materially affects the cost of production. * But 
what is the case of the paper maker in Great Britain? 
He has to import all or nearly all his raw materials, and 
by the time he requires to use them on his paper ma- 
chine many months may have elapsed, and the raw ma- 
terial—say wood pulp—is not so fresh nor of such good 
quality or strength as when used direct from the pulp 
mill.- Besides the British paper maker has to use other 
and cheaper materials besides wood pulp to make up his 
stock so as to allow him to compete with his foreign 
rivals, who are allowed to dump down in this country 
their surplus produce free of any duty or restriction. 
This difference in the raw materials will allow the Amer- 
ican, or for that matter, the Scandinavian or German, 
paper makers to run their paper machines faster than our 
paper makers might be expected to do, but as a matter 
of fact there are plenty of news mills in this country 
which can run quite as fast as any American machines, 
and turn out quite as much paper per inch width of wire, 
other things being equal. The few (four or five at most) 
American paper machines fitted up and working in this 


country have not so iar been the conspicuous success 
that was expected from the blowing of trumpets which 
heralded their coming. 

“If Mr. McKenzie would like to see some of the latest 
British practice in paper making machines running at fast 
speeds, the writer would be glad to furnish him with the 
names of the proprietors, who would, I believe, gladly give 
him all the facilities to inspect them and furnish him with 
some facts that would prove that the British paper maker 
is not behind his American cousin in any way, except, 
perhaps ‘tall talk.’ In one mill he (Mr. McKenzie) would 
find that British made machines of equal width, number 
of cylinders, &c., running at same speed, will take about 
half the power to drive them that the American machine 
would do, and turn out as much or probably more paper 
than the American machine would do, always premising 
the same width, speed, &c., and with less horse power. 
With regard to speed of machines in America, it would as- 
tonish me to have the names of even two mills running their 
news machines at 500 feet per minute or over as their nor- 
mal and paying speed—not to talk of a score of machines 
—and I should rather be inclined to think that the normal 
speeds of news machines in America are about 400 feet 
per minute. In Great Britain the normal and paying speeds 
ef the best news machines seem to be about 350 feet to 
400 feet per minute. 

“We in this country certainly showed America, and, 
for that matter, all the world, the way; and it says little 
for them now to decry their teacher. Ameriea is a 
young and fresh country with unlimited resources, and 
will be shortly, if it is not now, the first manufacturing 
nation in the world; but why this decrying of other coun- 
tries and this fearful haste to be rich? Is it generous or 
even just? So far as paper machinery goes, I can say 
from experience that we in this country can make as 
good machinery, to run as quickly, and at a cheaper rate 
than can be produced in America. It seems part of an 
organized plan to decry everything made in Great Brit- 
ain, and also their methods of conducting their business, 
and get John Bull to think or believe that his only salva- 
tion is by adopting American methods, &c.; but we hope 
that the day may be far distant when employers will go 
back to the days of slavery, and work their men in the 
manner described by ‘A Chicago Man’ in the Engineer 
of May 31 last. PAPER MACHINE.” 


Paper and Pulp comments on these letters as follows: 

“We are pleased to see the able manner in Which ‘Paper 
Machine’ has answered Fred A. McKenzie’s strictures on 
British paper making engineers. Mr. McKenzie is evident- 
ly biased in favor of our American competitors, and has 
shown, with regard to some trades, that he is not au cou- 
rant with the latest developments. This is correct at all 
events as regards the paper trade, and if he was to investi 
gate the matter more fully he would not write so confi- 
dently. Any of the firms building machinery for the trade 
could turn out a machine to do 500 feet or more a minute 
if speed was the chief consideration, and, we venture to say, 
that if a machine can be run at this speed in America it 
can also be done here. There are other matters than speed, 
however, to be considered, as our cousins have discovered 
to their cost, and we doubt if there is, at the present time, 
a single machine in America doing more, on an average, 
than 400 feet per minute. This seems to be the limit at 
present at which paper machines can be profitably run. 
‘Paper Machine’ has given some of the factors which limit 
speed, but there are others equally important. The cloth- 
ing of large, fast running machines is a serious considera- 
tion, and we believe that the wear and tear on wires and 
felts have had as much to do with limiting the speed of 
paper machines as anything else. Although America has 
been able to compete to a limited extent in paper in this 
country, it has not been owing to the superior equipment 
of its mills or the superior ability of its paper makers and 
engineers, but chiefly because its home market being pro- 
tected by the tariff, it can afford to dump its surplus prod- 
uct on this side at a loss or with a minimum of profit. Cap- 


tain Partington, who has recently visited America, is of 


opinion that the original cost of erecting a plant, the fixed 
charges in running it, and the cost of labor in America, 
are greatly in excess of those in this country, Hugh J. 
Chisholm, president of the International Paper Company, 
has given it as his opinion that the industry in America 
‘has been built up under the fostering care of the tariff, 
and the man who undertakes to encourage any legislation 
that contemplates the destruction of the industry (mean- 
ing the removal of the tariff) is taking a great deal on him- 
self.’ He further stated that the removal of the tariff would 
reduce the production at home and thereby necessarily in- 
crease the price. It would appear, therefore, that we have 
nothing to learn from America, and under equal conditions, 
little to fear, and we strongly deprecate the repeated eu- 
logizing of everything American and the decrying of every- 
thing British to which we have been treated lately. Amer- 
ica is undoubtedly a great country, with great resources, 
but we are not yet the effete nation that some would have 
us believe.”

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PAPER BAG LITIGATION. 


Union Bag and Paper Company Gets Injunction Against 
Bartholomew et al.—Text of the Decision— 
History of the Case, 


In the case of the Union Bag and Paper Company 
against Bartholomew et al., now pending in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Northern District of Lllinois, 
Judge Kohlsaat, of Chicago, last week granted the appli- 
cation of the complainant for a preliminary injunction. 
The point at issue is the ownership of certain improve- 
ments made on a paper bag machine which the Union 
claims it already owns, “together with any improve- 
ments that may be made thereon.” 

In granting the injunction Judge Kohlsaat said: 

“This matter comes on for hearing upon complainant’s 
motion for a preliminary injunction. From the proofs 
submitted, I am of the opinion that complainant is en- 
titled to an injunction which wili maintain the status quo 
until the facts can be determined upon final hearing. A 
temporary injunction may therefore be entered, restrain- 
ing defendants from ‘disposing of, transferring or in any 
manner incumbering the patent application filed in the 
United States Patent Office by defendant Bartholomew in 
the month of January, 1901, and from in any manner 
damzging or injuring any rights which have accrued to 
dcicncants or either of them under and by virtue of such 
application; and from entering into any contracts or 
agreements relating to the machine sold to complainant 
by said defendants, the inventions embodied therein and 
in the nature of improvements thereon made by said de- 
fendant Bartholomew. No bonds required.” 

President Fisher, of the Union Bag and Paper Company, 
when asked about the matter at the company’s New York 
office last Saturday, said to a representative of THE PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL: “The story is substantially this: When 
our company was formed one of the concerns taken in was 
the Western Paper Bag Company, of Kaukauna, Wis. 
Bartholomew: was in the employ of that company at the 
time. As he had some inventive skill it was suggested to

him, so I understand, that he might improve on the paper 
bag machines then in use. This he attempted to do. And 
when his application for patents was filed the machine 
was offered for sale to the Union. We did not want it, still 
we finally concluded that it would be cheaper for us to 
purchase the machine than to fight many suits for infringe- 
ment, as we were convinced that the Bartholomew ma- 
chine infringed on patents owned by the Union. So we 
purchased the machine, not from Bartholomew, however, 
but from Stevens, one of the former owners of the Western 
Paper Bag Company. In a short time after that we were 
again invited by the same party to purchase another al- 
leged new and improved machine. Upon investigation, 
however, we found that this machine was substantially the 
one we had already bought, the only difference being that 
parts of it had been changed here and there to work in a 
slightly different manner. Of course we refused to buy 
what we thought we already owned, and in order to pro- 
tect ourselves we asked for this injunction. That we have 
a good case we do not for a minute doubt. It would seem 
as if Judge Kohlsaat thought so too, as he has not re- 
quired the company to file a bond. It should be added 
that the United States Patent Office, in examining the ap- 
plication for a patent on the Bartholomew machine which 
the Union bought, threw out twelve of the claims made 
for it on the ground that they infringed on patents already 
owned by the Union Bag and Paper Company.”

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NEW FORESTRY DOINGS. 


Washington Divisions Advanced to Bureaus— How Govern- 
ment Forestry Work Has Grown—The Organization 
of the New Bureau of Forestry. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Wasuinoton, D. C., July 15, 1901.—On July 1 the Di 
vision of Forestry and three other scientific divisions of 
the United States Department of Agriculture were ad 
vanced to bureaus. This was provided for by the last ses 
sion of Congress, which appropriated for the expenses of 
the Bureau of Forestry during its first year $185,440. The 
appropriation for the Division of Forestry during the year 
just ended was $88,520. For the year 1898-9 it was $28, 
520. 

These figures show how rapidly the forest work of the 
Government has expanded of late, and also how well it has 
commended itself to Congress. There was a time when 
the practical value of the scientific investigations carried 
on by the Government was not fully understood, and farm 
ers were inclined to think that the money spent on experi 
ment stations and chemical laboratories was of little bene- 
fit to them. Now the case is very different. The improve- 
ments in agriculture due to the work of the department 
have increased the value of the farm products of the coun 
annually. As this kind of 
work has proved its practical utility, Congress has shown 


try by many millions of dollars 


itself generous toward it. The readiness with which Con 


gress has increased the appropriations for the Division of 


Forestry is the best evidence that forestry has proved its 
importance from a business standpoint. 

The change from a division to a bureau, and the larger 
appropriation, will make possible both an improved office 
organization and more extended field work. The bureau 
will be provided with a much larger office force and will 
be organized in three divisions. But field work. not office 
work, is what the bureau exists for. This work has been 
going on during the last year from Maine to California 
and from Georgia to Washington It includes the study 
of forest conditions and forest problems all over the coun 
try, the giving of advice to owners of forest lands, and the 
supervising of conservative lumbering operations which il 
lustrate forest management on business principles. This

the forest reserves, with the enormous total area of about 
47,000,000 acres. 

ORGANIZATION OF THE BUREAU OF FORESTRY. 

The Bureau of Forestry is made up of the Division of 
Forest Management, the Division of Forest Investigation 
and the Division of Records Each of these continues, 
with enlarged facilities, work which was in progress under 
the old Division of Forestry. 

The Division of Forest Management is in charge of 
Overton W. Price, the former superintendent of working 
plans. When the owner (private or public) of woodland 
wishes to consider the possibilities of his properiy if han- 
dled as a constant source of timber supply, the tract must 
be examined by an expert to ascertain the condition of 
the standing timber, the prospects of reproduction, the fa- 
cilities for marketing, the best method of harvesting the 
present crop so as to secure the largest present and future 
yield, and the likelihood of success under management. A 
preliminary report is then made. If the owner decides on 
management, a working plan follows. This involves a 
careful study of the rate of growth of the different kinds of 
marketable timber, the computation of the proper interval 
between cuttings and of the amount of timber to be har 
vested, and, if desired, the recommendation of the necessary 
regulations to enable the work to go on under contract 
All this falls to the Division of Forest Management. 

The Division of Forest Investigation, under the charge 
of Geo. B. Sudworth, makes studies of trees—of their 
rates of growth, distribution, reproduction and habits—and 
investigates all the forest problems connected with fires, 
lumbering, grazing, tree planting, stream flow and erosion. 

The chief of the Division of Records is Otto J. J. 
Luebkert. 
and also has custody of the library of literature bearing 
on forestry, and of a unique collection of photographs, 
which is continually being added to, illustrating forest con 
ditions all over the United States

RECENT WORK OF THE DIVISION OF FORESTRY. 


The result of the work of the division has been to turn 
practical forestry in the United States from a doubtful 
experiment into an assured success. Special studies of 
some of the most important trees, commercially, have been 
made, from which can be calculated their probable future 
yield. Cheap methods of harvesting the present lumber 
crop without injuring the productivity of the forest have 
been put in operation. Such concerns as the Great North- 
ern Paper Company and the Deering Harvester Company 
have been led to undertake conservative management of 
their forest properties. Meanwhile, the work of tree plant 
ing, particularly in the almost treeless Western States of 
the plains, has been furthered; the relation of the forest 
to the volume of streams, erosion, evaporation and irri 
gation have been studied; matters connected with irriga 
tion and water supply have been investigated; hopeful 
progress has been made in the direction of regulating 
grazing in the Western reserves in a manner fair both 
to the important interests of cattle and sheep’ owners and 
to those who look to the reserves as a source of contin 
uous supply of wood and water; and studies of forest 
fires were conducted with a view of reducing the great 
yearly loss from this source, a loss which has been esti- 
mated at $50,000,000. 

Field work is to go on this summer in seventeen States. 
There are in all 179 persons engaged in the work of the 
bureau. Of this number eighty-one are student assistants 

young men, largely college students, who expect to enter 
forestry as a profession, and who serve during the sum 
mer on small pay for the sake of the experience gained.

The Creditors Want to Know Aboui Its Relations to the 
Metabetchouan Timber Limits and Water Power— 
President Poole Examined. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL ] 

Toronto, Canada, July 15, 1901.—Last week before the 
Master-in-Ordinary at Osgoode Hall, J. M. Poole, presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Pulp and Paper Company, now 
in liquidation, was examined. The examination was con- 
fined to eliciting information in regard to the acquisition 
by the insolvents of rights to pulp timber limits and water 
power in the Metabetchouan district, Province of Que- 
bec 

The witness stated that he was president of the com- 
pany from its inception to the date of liquidation. He 
conducted negotiations with W. M. McIntyre, of Mon- 
treal, for the acquisition of the rights to the Quebec 
property referred to. On February of this year an agree- 
ment was executed between McIntyre and the company, 
by the terms of which the company was to pay $65,000 
for the aforesaid rights, and to issue and give McIntyre 
stock to the amount of $165,000. The capital was to be 
increased to $2,500,000. On April 17 another agreement 
was made, assigning the rights of the company in the 
property to the Standard Bank as security for money ad- 
vanced. Still later, on May 3, the company, without con- 
sulting the shareholders, retransferred its right to Mr. 
McIntyre without consideration, but subject to the rights 
of the bank. This was done because Mr. McIntyre said 
it was impossible to finance the project in its then present 
state The meeting of the creditors was called, he 
thought, on May 10. Mr. McIntyre put the matter in 
the hands of Jarvis & Co., brokers, and a new prospectus 
was issued to float the British-Canadian Pulp Company. 
The Quebec Government was paid $3,000 for the patent 
for the water power, with a forfeit, if $150,000 was not ex- 
pended in two years for development. Witness had been 
told by a Montreal broker, whose name he had forgotten, 
that the property was worth $250,000. To build mills and 
a dam would take a capital of about $800,000. He had not

Jobbers 
having contracts for future delivery hurried in their orders, 
being apprehensive of a strike and shutdown at the mills. 
One Chicago jobber stated that he had been paying very 
little attention to his stock of late, but had been hurrying 
up his contract orders as fast as possible, fearing that a 
strike would come and he would get caught. Since the 
collapse of the strike in the East, however, the talk in the 
West has died out, so that now there is no prospect of any 
trouble of that kind among the Western mills. Indeed, the 
mill men of this section of the country would shed no tears 
if a strike should be declared, for it is reported that there 
is more than one mill that would be glad to shut down for 
the summer and give prices a chance to come up where 
they ought to be. The strike in the East has had this 
effect, however, that in the case of the De Pere mill the 
men have been given the Holyoke schedule, which shortens 
their hours materially without reducing their pay. No 
doubt all the mills of the West and Northwest will follow 
the same policy. This in itself will have a strong tendency 

to hold prices steady by decreasing the output. M.

HYDRAULIC LITIGATION ENDED. 


Suits Compromised and Dismissed—How Miami Valley 
Paper Makers Were Affected—Hydraulic’s 
Supply Under Contract. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, July 16, 1901.—The celebrated cases 
against the Hamilton and Rossville Hydraulic Company 
have practically been compromised and dismissed, thus 
terminating a notable litigation and bringing many vexed 
questions to an end. A report was printed in these col 
umns some time ago showing to what extent the suits af- 
fected the various paper mill men who were fighting the 
Hydraulic Company to avoid paying on perpetual leases 
after the waterway had outlived its usefulness so far as 
the litigants were concerned. A number of cases have 
been pending in the different courts of the State, and the 
action taken this week will go far toward the dismissal 
of all suits. Entries for the dismissal of the suits have 
been prepared in the cases of the Beckett Paper Company 
and the Niles Tool Works Company against the Hydraulic 
Company. For years the latter has held perpetual leases, 
which upon non-payment of water rent became liens 
against the property of the several manufacturers. The 
supply of water for some time has been inadequate to 
drive the machinery of the Beckett Paper Company and 
the Niles Works, and the companies brought suit to se- 
cure their release from the leases. The cases have been 
pending for an indefinite period, but during the past sev- 
eral days the above companies, in conjunction with the 
Shuler & Benninghofen Company, woolen and felt manu- 
facturers, agreed to raise $13,000 to be paid to the Hy- 
draulic Company for their release from all further obli- 
gations pertaining to the water leases. The above 
amount, tegether with $35,000 to be borrowed upon the 
Hamilton and Rossville Hydraulic Company’s plant, will 
likely liquidate the bulk, if not all, of the debts of the 
company. The cases of the Pennsylvania Insurance Com- 
pany against the Hydraulic Company will also be dis 
missed. Recently the Sterling Paper Company, at Ham- 
ilton, contracted for the entire water supply. M. V

He acknowledges that the American paper ma 


chine runs faster than the English built machine, and also 


that it cannot do its top work in England owing to the 


inability of the English machine tender and his assist 


ants to keep it up to its pace, due in part to the climate 
of the country 
Mr. McKenzie’s article seems to have stirred up a paper 


maker, for a writer, evidently a member of the trade, re 


plies to him through the columns of the Glasgow Record 


and Mail. He starts off with the proposition that to con 
struct a news machine to run 500 feet a minute or faster 


is really a very simple matter. The construction of the 


machine presents no difficulties, but the difference between 


the running of machines here and in the “tight -little 


island” is due to the pulp. He says the English papet

manufacturer has to buy his pulp, and that it does not 


reach him with the freshness and strength that character 


izes the pulp furnished to the American paper manufac- 
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turer, who has the raw material at his doors. He also ad- 


mits other disadvantages under which the English manu- 
facturer labors, chief among which is that he cannot make 
his paper as cheap as his American competitor. Then he 
alleges that it does not pay the English manufacturer to 
drive his machinery at as high speed as the American 
manufacturer, and as a closing shot he records a doubt 
about the high speeds reported from this side of the water.

Miami Valley Machinists Returning to Work. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, July 15, 1901.—The strike situation 
among the machinists has changed considerably in some 
sections of the valley.

The strike in Cincinnati has been officially declared off, 
and most of the men will report without concessions. Sev 
eral thousand men were involved, and as Cincinnati was 
considered a strong point by the union men it was cited 
as an instance of what unionism could do. A secret mass 
meeting of strikers was held there, and it was decided the 
latter part of last week to return to work, inasmuch as the 
strike benefits were small and did not hold out, In a short 
time almost 1,000 men applied for reinstatement, and this 
week a general scramble for positions resulted It is 
claimed that upon the failure of officials at Washington to 
provide funds the strikers sent an agent to ascertain 
conditions. When his report was received it was decided 
to declare the strike officially off and allow all to return 
to their old places, providing they could get them. Some 
were refused work owing to their defiant attitude, while 
others will be given their places as soon as arrangements 
can be made to receive them back. The vote to return to 
work was not unanimous, however, and some will still 
remain “out.” M. V.

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CHEMISTRY OF PAPER SIZING. 


Nature of the Size —Investigation of the Rosin Soap—In- 
vestigation of the Rosin Milk—Calculating 
Free and Combined Rosin. 


Prof. Dr. P. Freedlander and Dr. H. Seidel have con 
tributed to the Papier Zeitung (Germany) articles con 
cerning the chemistry of paper sizing. an abstract of 


which is as follows: 
I.—NATURE OP THE SIZE 


The main purpose of the sizing process is to diminish 
the capillarity of the paper. This is accomplished by 
binding together the paper fibres. The oldest method of 
sizing was without doubt carried on with starch, then fol- 
lowed the use of glue or gelatine. At the present time 
gelatine or animal size is still used for better quality 
papers, but for all ordinary kinds a vegetable size is em- 
ployed. Mitscherlich’s so-called “Gerbleim” is used, but 
only in limited degree, and although viscose with zinc 
sulphate yields very strong papers, yet it unfortunately 
stops up the meshes of the paper machine wire, which de- 
fect retards its progress as a sizing agent. The action 
of the size depends upon the fact that the sizing medium 
imparted to the paper is insoluble in water. Such is the 
case with animal and vegetable sizes, and it is this latter 
mode of sizing which is chiefly under consideration in the 
following. 

The nature of the chemical changes taking place in 
vegetable sizing is unfortunateiy surrounded by much 
obscurity 

The raw materials for vegetable sizing are rosin (colo 
phony), soda or caustic soda, sulphate of alumina and 
starch. According to our present knowledge, rosin con 
sists of acids and of acid anhydrides (abietic and sylvinic 
acids and dextro and lavo acids), and a few unsaponifiabl 
constituents. It is obtained irom the pine rosin by heat 
ing till the water and turpentine oils distill off. Its specific 
gravity is roughly 1.100, being a little heavier than water 
bulk for bulk. It softens at 7o° C 
in boiling water without melting, its melting point being

troleum. The composition of rosin varies with the coun 
try of its origin, more especially that from Europe and 
America. Its value depends upon the quantity of alkali 
required to completely saponify it The amount of hy 
drate of potash in milligrammes required to completely 
saponify one gramme of a fat or colophony is taken as its 
‘saponifying number,” and this varies with different sorts 
of rosins 

This saponifying number is determined in the following 
way: About one gramme of the pulverized rosin is placed 
in a wide mouthed flask cf about 100 cubic centimetres 
capacity, provided with a well fitted cork, having the end 
of a glass tube I metre long passing through its centre. 
Twenty cubic centimetres of an alcoholic solution of pot- 
ash are introduced into the flask, the cork, with long 
glass tube, is replaced in the neck, and it is then placed 
on a sand bath and heated for half an hour. While this 
is being done, a “blind” trial is made in the same way, 
but without addition of the rosin. The contents of both 
flasks are then titrated with one-half normal hydrochloric 
acid; the difference between the two numbers expresses 
of alkali which the rosin requires to com-

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case above given, to employ less than 114 grammes caustic 
soda per kilogram of rosin. There would then remain 
behind in the prepared rosin soap a known quantity of un 
saponified rosin. which forms an emulsion when the size is 
mixed with water. Neutral rosin soap dissolves in water 
forming a clear solution, while melted rosin alone cannot 
form an emulsion with water. The free rosin is so uni- 
formly distributed throughout the mass of the rosin soap 
that it appears as a “milk” when the soap is mixed with 
water, the particles of free rosin being then in a very finely 
divided state, and capable of distributing themselves uni- 
formly in the process of sizing. The proportion between 
the free and combined rosin applicable in any individual 
factory fluctuates within somewhat wide limits, but in no 
case should there be less than one-fourth of the total rosin 
in the “free” state. 

The following is an example of a boiling of rosin soap: 
300 kilograms of rosin .and only 30 kilograms of 
caustic soda (77 per cent.) are melted together at a tem- 
perature of about 150° to 160° C. by stirring with from 
fifteen to twenty times their weight of warm water. The 
mixture is allowed to remain at rest for fourteen days, 
when a dark brown lye separates, which is removed 
The rosin soap is then dissolved in fifty times its 
weight of hot water, together with 33 per cent. of its 
weight of starch, to obtain the so-called “rosin milk.” 
This milk is added to the pulp in the beating engine. 
In order to carry out the sizing, that is, to precipitate the 
free and combined rosin on the fibre, sulphate of alumina 
is added. This was formerly accomplished with the more 
costly potash alum, which, on account of its crystallizable 
character, could be obtained of great purity. But the 
chemical industry of to-day yields a perfectly pure sul- 
phate of alumina, and in virtue of the fact that this salt 
contains no potash and less water than. the alums, it 
proves much cheaper as a sizing agent. The sulphate of 
alumina is added after the addition of the rosin milk, 
usually as a 5 per cent. solution, till an acid reaction is 
obtained. If we reckon on 100 parts of paper (hard 
sized) about 160 litres of rosin milk, which according to 
the foregoing contains about 3 kilograms of caustic 
soda, there are required about 4 kilograms of calcined 
(i. e., dry) sulphate of alumina, a proportion which is 
considered about right in ordinary manufacturing prac 
tice
